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Construction  Will  Begin  Soon  on  Four  Projects 

Bids  Approved 
by  State  Board

Northwestern  State  College's 
Tour  Bureau  has  announced  that 
applications  are  now  being  ac- 
cepted for  the  college's  annual 
Summer  Educational  Tours. 

Two  separate  tours  are  planned 
again  this  year,  with  trips 
scheduled  to  Europe  and  the 
western  United  States. 

The  European  Tour  will  begin 
July  31  and  continue  through 
Aug.  21,  and  the  United  States 
bus  tour  is  planned  for  Aug.  1 
through  22. 

Northwestern  officials  have  an- 
nounced that  the  tours  will  be 
booked  solid  far  in  advance  of 
the  departing  dates,  and  inter- 
ested persons  are  urged  to  make 
applications   as   soon  as   possible. 

The  Tour  Bureau  said  all  re- 
quests for  information  and  ap- 
plication forms  will  be  accepted 
on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis. 

Northwestern  has  been  con- 
ducting the  summer  educational 
tours  for  more  than  15  years,  and 
the  program  has  expanded  each 
year. 

A  unique  feature  of  this  year's 
United  States  trip  will  be  the 
availability  of  optional  visits  to 
Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Mexico  City. 

Six  semester  hours  of  graduate 
or  undergraduate  credit  may  be 
earned  in  several  academic  areas 
during  the  tour,  or  the  excur- 
sions may  be  taken  without 
credit. 

Among  the  stops  on  the  Euro- 
pean tour  are  Frankfurt,  Zurich, 
Lucerne,  Florence,  Rome,  Paris, 
London,  Brussels  and  Cologne. 

On  the  United  States  tour,  par- 
ticipants will  visit  Colorado 
Springs,  Spokane,  Seattle,  Eu- 
gene, Ore.,  San  Francisco,  Las 
Vegas,  Carlsbad,  San  Antonio 
and  other  areas  of  the  Southwest. 
Ten  national  parks  will  be  vis- 
ited during  the  U.  S.  tour. 

The  entire  cost  for  the  Euro- 
pean tour  will  be  $997.  The 
United  States  Tour  will  be  given 
at  a  cost  of  $465.  The  Alaska 
option  is  $540  extra,  the  Hawaii 
option  $370  extra,  and  the  Mex- 
ico City  option  is  $240  extra.

The  State  Board  of  Education 
has  approved  the  bid  of  Werner 
Construction  Company  of  Shreve- 
port  for  the  cont.«,ruttion  of  three 
buildings  at  Northwestern  State 
College. 

The  board  also  approved  the 
bid  of  Custom  Builders  and  .Sup- 
ply of  Natchitoches  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  apartment  com- 
plex for  married  students. 

Construction  should  begin  in 
January  on  the  biology  building, 
women's  physical  education  facil- 
ity and  agricultural  accessory 
building.  The  contract  calls  for 
completion  of  the  biology  build- 
ing and  physical  education  build- 
ing in  18  months-  Work  on  the 
agriculture  building  should  be 
completed  next  spring. 

The  three-story  biology  build- 
ing will  be  located  west  of  Wil- 
liamson Hall  on  Sibley  Drive. 
Designed  by  Wilson  and  Cole- 
man Architects  of  Baton  Rouge, 
the  facility  will  have  59,424 
square  feet  of  floor  area. 

Included  in  the  building  will 
be  numerous  research  and  in- 
structional laboratories,  confer- 
ence rooms,  large  classrooms,  of- 
fices for  faculty,  staff,  and  grad- 
uate assistants.  Closed  circuit 
television  monitors  and  other 
audio-visual  equipment  will  be 
used  throughout  the  building. 

Butler  and  Dobson  of  Natchi- 
toches are  architects  for  the 
single-story  women's  physical  ed- 
ucation building,  which  will  have 
57,000  square  feet  of  floor  area. 

The  building,  which  will  be 
completely  air-conditioned  and 
will  feature  carpeting  in  some 
areas,  will  have  four  classrooms, 
20  offices,  two  basketball  courts, 
a  gymnastics  area,  modern  dance 
studio  and  handball  and  paddle- 
ball  courts. 

Contained  in  the  single-story 
agricultural  accessory  building 
will  be  a  dairy  processing  labora- 
tory, animal  products  laboratory, 
agricultural  engineering  labora- 
tory, an  arena  for  judging  and 
showing  livestock,  and  a  large 
classroom  and  office  area. 

Included  in  the  married  hous- 
ing complex  will  be  five  apart- 
ments, each  containing  a  kitchen, 
bedroom,  bath,  and  living  and 
dining  area.

Building  Named 
in  Honor  of  Roy 

The  Administration  Building  at 
Northwestern  State  College  has 
been  named  Roy  Hall  in  honor 
of  the  late  Victor  Leander  Roy, 
former   president   of   the   college. 

Roy,  who  died  Sept.  7,  1968,  at 
the  age  of  97,  was  president- 
emeritus  of  Northwestern  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  became  president  of  the 
college  in  1911  when  it  was  a 
two-year  institution  known  as 
Louisiana  State  Normal  School. 
His  principal  achievement  as 
president  was  the  elevation  of 
Northwestern  to  four-year  col- 
lege status  in  1918. 

Roy  resigned  the  presidency  in 
1929  and  was  designated  presi- 
dent-emeritus of  Northwestern 
11  years  later  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education. 

After  leaving  Northwestern, 
Roy  was  on  the  faculty  at  Louis- 
iana State  University  from  1929 
until  1934  and  later  served  as 
assistant  to  the  National  Youth 
Administrator  for  Louisiana.  He 
retired  from  active  school  work 
in  1936. 

During  his  career,  Roy  served 
as  head  of  the  faculty  at  South- 
western Louisiana  Institute  and 
superintendent  of  Avoyelles  Par- 
ish Schools.  He  was  a  native  of 
Mansura  and  a  graduate  of  LSU. 

Located  in  the  center  of  the 
Northv/estern  campus,  the  build- 
ing houses  the  college's  business 
offices  and  academic  adminis- 
trative offices. 
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LOYD  J.  HUVAL  (BS  '60,  MS  '65), 
gymnastics  coach  at  LSUNO  and  in- 
structor in  health  and  physical  educa- 
tion, departed  recently  for  Europe 
where  he  v/ill  represent  the  United 
States  AAU  as  judge  for  the  World 
Trampoline  Championship.  The  world 
meet  is  being  held  in  Bonn,  Germany, 
and  Amersfoort,  Holland.  Huval  is 
National  AAU  Tumbling  Chairman 
and  Trampoline  Chairman-Elect,  and 
was  1963  national  champion  in  floor 
exercises  at  Northwestern  State 
College. 


Wyatt  Shooting 
For  Two  Records 

James  Wyatt  was  Northwest- 
em's  basketball  statistical  leader 
through  the  first  half  of  the  sea- 
son and  moved  into  a  threaten- 
ing position  to  become  the  most 
prolific  scorer  in  NSC  history  and 
the  greatest  rebounder  to  ever 
play  in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

The  6-5  senior  from  Belmont, 
twice  in  all-Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence selection,  averaged  20.5 
points  and  16.4  rebounds  through 
Northwestern's   first    13   contests. 

Wyatt  had  scored  1,339  points 
in  his  first  three  seasons  at  NSC 
and  at  the  halfway  point  this 
season  had  1,605.  He  needed  197 
points  at  that  stage  to  break 
Dick  Brown's  all-time  NSC  rec- 
ord of  1,801,  or  15.2  a  game  for 
the  final  13  outings. 

The  rebounding  record,  1,475 
by  Southeastern's  C.  A.  Core,  will 
be  a  more  difficult  plateau  to 
reach.  Wyatt  was  pulling  down 
16.4  a  game  at  mid-season  and 
had  a  career  total  of  1,265.  That 
left  him  210  short  of  Core's  rec- 
ord and  Wyatt  must  average  16.2 
through  the  final  13  games  to 
eclipse  the  record. 

Center  Pete  Gray,  who  was 
also  an  all-GSC  pick  last  season, 
scored  14.6  points  a  game  through 
13  tilts  and  led  the  team  in  as- 
sists with  29.  Jim  Peffer  was 
third  with  a  12.7  average,  fol- 
lowed by  Charles  Bloodworth 
with  11.5  a  game. 


Demon  Cagers  Start  Slow,  Come 
Back  To  Compile  7-6  Record  at 
Mid-Season 


Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's  bas- 
ketball Demons,  after  losing  their 
first  five  games  of  the  season, 
bounced  back  to  win  seven  of 
their  next  eight  and  go  above  the 
.500  mark  after  13  games  with 
a  7-6  record- 

The  Demons,  sparked  by  im- 
proved play  in  the  backcourt  and 
consistent  scoring  and  rebound- 
ing by  all-Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence forward  James  Wyatt, 
picked  up  a  pair  of  league  wins 
in  the  string  to  take  a  2-1  GSC 
record  into  their  Jan.  21  meeting 
with  Northeast. 

Lamar  Tech,  a  major  college 
with  an  unbeaten  record  through 
half  of  the  season,  defeated 
Northwestern  94-86  in  the  De- 
mons' third  outing. 

In  NSC's  first  conference  con- 
flict of  the  campaign,  with  South- 
western at  Lafayette,  the  Bull- 
dogs won  73-60  when  North- 
western shot  only  33  per  cent 
from  the  field. 

A  road  game  with  Lamar  fol- 
lowed and  this  time  the  Card- 
inals had  to  get  a  25-foot  basket 
with  three  seconds  left  to  pull 
out  a  78-77  win  over  the  Denions. 

That  fine  showing  proved  to 
be  a  springboard  for  NSC  and 
its  next  opponent.  Southwest 
Texas,  became  easy  prey  as  the 
Demons  chalked  up   a  99-83  de- 


cision for   their  first  win   of  the 
season. 

The  Demons  quickly  added 
wins  over  Louisiana  College, 
72-67,  and  Southwest  Baptist, 
105-85,  before  entering  the  Pine 
Bluff,  Ark.,  Kiwanis  tournament 
during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Northwestern,  playing  with  five 
days  without  an  organized  prac- 
tice, lost  their  first  game  of  the 
tourney,  80-69,  to  Henderson 
State,  but  bounced  back  to  rout 
Arkansas  A&M,  122-102,  for 
third  place. 

Its  record  standing  at  4-6,  Hil- 
debrand's boys  surprised  every- 
one by  upsetting  defending  GSC 
co-champion  McNeese  State,  85- 
66,  for  their  initial  GSC  verdict 
and  then  handed  arch-rival  Lou- 
isiana Tech  an  86-76  defeat  on 
the  Canines  home  court  to  run 
the  winning  streak  to  three. 

Four  days  later,  Jan.  11,  the 
Demons  had  to  rally  in  the  sec- 
ond half  to  keep  their  streak 
alive  by  edging  past  South  Ala- 
bama, 78-73. 

The  remainder  of  the  January 
schedule  included  games  with 
Centenary,  Jan.  18,  Northeast, 
Jan.  21,  Southern  Mississippi, 
Jan.  27  and  Southeastern  Jan.  29. 

In  February,  the  Demons  have 
eight  straight  GSC  opponents 
before  closing  the  season  Feb.  27 
against  Centenary  in  Shreveport.

Several  speakers  appeared  c 
the  program  and  Clayton  receive 
a  check  from  the  Jack  Clayto 
Appreciation  Day  Committe 
which  sponsored  the  banquet. 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick,  pres 
dent  of  Northwestern,  was  amon 
the  guests  who  spoke  in  Claj 
ton's  honor.  Also  on  the  prograi 
were  Norman  Fletcher,  owne 
manager  of  radio  station  KNO( 
Billy  West,  Natchitoches  business 
man,  Charles  Hennigan,  an  e> 
Demon  and  Houston  Oiler  fool 
ball  star,  and  Joe  Sampite,  has 
ketball  coach  at  St.  Mary's  Hig 
School. 

Clayton  came  to  Northwester 
in  1957  as  head  football  coac 
and  athletic  director.  He  mer 
tored  the  Demon  grid  team  unt: 
1967,  when  he  turned  his  fuJ 
attention  to  the  duties  of  athleti 
director.  He  also  coached  th 
NSC  baseball  team  in  1967-68. 

In  his  decade  as  grid  coach 
Clayton  won  58  games,  lost  3 
and  tied  two.  Clayton  had 
career  record  of  108  wins,  6 
losses  and  four  ties  for  18  year 
in  football. 

He  won  or  tied  for  the  Gul 
States  Conference  football  cham 
pionship  four  times  and  capture( 
the  baseball  title  in  1967.  Clay 
ton  was  the  GSC  "Coach  of  tb 
Year"  in  football  three  times 
1958,  1962  and  1966,  and  in  base 
ball  once,  1967. 
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
